day the peer of any corn and

We were watching

that tourists always returned to con- 
j verse with this 
exceptional 
artist, 
¡buy his wares, and stop for hours to 
view this fertile tract of reclaimed 
jland. 
For days my friend, a native 
of 
Southeast Missouri, had been show­ 
ing the wonders of this 
American 
valley of the Nile. Over hundreds of 
miles of hard-surfact'd roads we had 
crossed and re-crossed eight compact 
counties. 
The area covered was 
1(H ) 
miiles long and 50 miles wide, a dis­ 
tance about one-half the size of Mas­ 
sachusetts and larger than Connecti­ 
cut and Rhode Island combined. For 
centuries much of it had been cover­ 
ed with swamps in which the

It was now the fastest growing rur­ 
al district in the State of Missouri.

which I shall remember.

where the limbs branch and where the 
twigs leave the branches; the other 
is to place ornaments that look heavy 
where the tree locks strongest, well 
back on the branches and toward the 
lower part of the tree. 
It Is a good thing to lay out the 
materials for dc-orutlon with those of 
like shape and < <>lor together and to 
handle one kind of decorations at a 
time. 
In this way It Is easy to dis­ 
tribute masses of trimming and spots 
of color evenly and to see that the dif­ 
ferent kinds are well intermingled. It 
Is a common mistake to place most of 
the ornaments on the tip ends of the 
branches, under the Impression that 
they will show up best there. 
As a 
matter of fact, a few ornaments well 
placed on the body of the tree are 
more effective than If they c-« scat­ 
tered on the outer circumference. 
The remainder of lights reflected

BODIES 
TAKEN FROM 
MINE AFTER 
EXPLOSION 


Birmingham, Ala., December 10.— 
With a death list of 53 believed 
to 
have been definitely determined, res­ 
cue workers were making final efforts 
today to remove three bodies remain­ 
ing in Overton Mine No. 2, which was 
partly wrecked 
by 
a gas explosion 
yesterday. 
The bodies remaining in 
the mine are those of two wrhite men 
and one negro. 
Of the 50 bodies al­ 
ready removed, 43 are negro. 
The work of rescue virtually com­ 
pleted, 
the 
sorrowing 
community 
turned to burial of its dead and the 
help it might give the bereaved. 
Of the 53 men killed, only tw’o were 
unmarried and most 
of them 
were 
parents of large families. Among the 
victims was the Rev. A. C. Collins, 
negro pastor of the White Hill Bap­ 
tist Church. 
The Overton mine is considered by 
Federal and State mine officials one 
of the best equipped in the Alabama 
mine field. 
The blast did not wreck 
the air machinery and this aided the 
rescue parties. 
Wearied watchers kept vigil about 
the pit’s mouth through a night 
of 
sorrow. 
The color line was obliter­ 
ated; white and negro were united in 
a common grief and each tried to 
assuage the other’s loss. 
Rain began 
falling at daybreak, but women nev­ 
er budged from the guard lines. 
A negro miner ow'es h s escape to 
his mule. 
Back somewhere in the pit 
when (the gas was worst and condi­ 
tions 
appeared 
darkest 
for 
the 
entombed men, out through the slope 
opening dashed a big fat mule. Cling­ 
ing to the mule’s tail was the negro 
w'ho had become temporarily blinded 
by the blast and took this means of 
saving himself. 
The cause of the explosion has not 
been determined by mine bureau and 
company officials, hut blame is 
at­ 
tributed to a carelessly thrown cig- 
arete, a lighted match 
or 
a “widny 
shot”. 
According to the mine superintend- J 
ent, 108 men, of whom about 25 were 
w-hite, checked in for work Thursday 
morning, just before the explosion. Of 
the 108, it is said 27 men were beyond ' 
the range of the blast, leaving 81 in 
h'1 danger zone. 
Fifteen men made j 
their escape. 
According to rescue w'orkers “noth- | 
irg l v ng could have survived the in­ 
ferno ..L t.i swept the slopes and led-j 
ges after the explosion”. 
Caution was exercised 
early 
th is: 
morning in exploring the far reach- j 
es of the mine lest the remainnig gas­

T herefore, in fum i­ 
gating seed s It Is n ecessary to place 
the liquid in a recep tacle above the 
seeds in order that the g a s formed by 
e\ «iiorution may sink Into them and 
reach every part of the container.* A 
tight tin pall, box. or barrel makt-s 
an excellen t container for fum igating 
seeds. For a tight barrel full of seeds 
one-half cupful of carbon disulphid Is 
sufficient. 
For sm aller containers a 
proportionate quantity should he used. 
Im m ediately after the fum igation has 
been started the container should be 
covered 
with several thicknesses of 
heavy paper, or other tight cover, and 
allow ed i<* rem ain covered from one to 
tw o days. A longer fum igation in tin 
pails is apt to injure the germ inating 
power o f the seeds. S eed s to be fum i­ 
gated should be dry. 
Carboti-dlsulphid gas 
Is highly In 
flammable. T herefore, no ligh ts or fire 
of any 
sort should be allowed near 
w hile fum igation is in progress, or an 
explosion may occur. T h e foul ««dor o f 
the 
gas 
disappears a fter the seeds 
have been aired for several days. 
A fter the seeds luive been packeted 
a suitable place should*1 be found for 
storing them . Cellars are too inoist. 
a ttics usually are too hot. but a second 
story room ordinarily is an ideal place 
providing the tem perature doe9 not 
fall below freezing and the seeds are 
dry when stored. 
Seed can be protected from mice If 
kept in tin boxes or m ouse-proof wood­ 
en boxes, or if suspended in cloth 
bags.

rnent, ¡tart of the 1,800 acres of eol 
lege farm land w ill be devoted to an 
experim ent to reduce th ese costs. 
So far as is known the Pennsylvania 
State college is the first agricultural 
experim ent station to put aside part 
of Its farm for power farm ing experi­ 
m ents with a research engineer de­ 
voting full tim e to the work. 
H. B. 
Josephson, a graduate o f Saskatche­ 
wan university and the Iow a State col­ 
lege, Is In active charge. 
A four-year 
rotation o f corn, oats* w heat and hay. 
will be used in the experim ents.

Marked advances In governmental 
rare of disabled World war veterans 
have been made during the past year, 
according to a report on the work of 
the year prepared by Chairman Wat­ 
son B. Miller, of the national rehabili­ 
tation committee of the American Le 
gion. 
Improvements were in line with 
recommendations made by the Legion 
committee. 
Service of the United States Vet­ 
erans’ bureau was greatly improved as 
a reault of Its decentralisation, a re­ 
view of all old and disallowed claim s 
a vast volume of correspondence in­ 
forming veterans of their rights under 
new legislation and new regulations 
and the preparation of a new rating 
schedule. 
The effect of these changes and Inno­ 
vations has been to carry the service 
of the bureau out Into the field In 
intimate contact with the veteran and 
his dependents. 
A new attitude of 
helpfulness and co-operation toward 
the veteran has marked the adminia- j 
tratlon of the bureau. 
In May 8,000 more veterans were 
getting hospital care by the bureau 
than in July a year ago. 
Four of ; 
•very five of the 29.424 veterans In 
hospitals were in their home states, 
ss against only one in two a year ago. 
Hospital facilities were Increased by 
6.000 bed* during the year. 
New con­ 
struction will add 1,018 beds, and plans 
are being drawn for five or six addi­ 
tional hospitals. 
Special attention is 
being given to providing for disabled 
women veterans, of whom 1,645 are 
drawing compensation, 241 are hos­ 
pitalized and 165 have tuberculosis. 
Passage of the Reed-Johnson bill 
and Its amendments has resulted d u r­ 
ing the year lu an Increase In benefits 
to 39,433 disabled men aud women to 
a totul of $16,493,886, an average per 
veteran of $481.30. 
Full benefits of 
this legislation, Mr. Miller says, have 
not yet been felt. 
Only about hulf of the 400,000 or 
800.000 old cases under review have 
been completed, 
in about 15 per cent 
of these caves benefits from the new 
laws accrue to the veteran or his da 
pendents. 
Among those benefited during the 
first year of tills legislation are 10,000
